There  are  two  general  classes  of  Evergreens:  Needle- 
bearing,  such  as  Pines,  Junipers,  Yews,  and  Hemlock; 
Broad-leaved,  such  as  Hollies,  Rhododendron,  certain 
Azaleas,  Cotoneasters,  etc. 

Many  factors  enter  into  the  choice  of  an  Evergreen  for 
a  particular  spot,  of  course,  but  there  are  two  plants  that 
are  nearly  perfect  for  any  situation,  the  Japanese  Yew  and 
Japanese  Holly.  They  cost  somewhat  more  than  most 
others  but  are  more  than  worth  the  difference. 


SHADE  TKEES 

It  would  seem  unnecessary  to  stress  the  place  of  trees  in 
the  landscape,  yet  our  experience  shows  that  ever  so  many 
more  evergreens  are  sold  than  shade  trees,  even  though 
trees  are  not  at  all  expensive.  If  your  garden  seems  lack¬ 
ing  in  some  respect,  our  guess  is  that  it  needs  a  tree  or 
two  to  snap  it  up. 

For  autumn  coloring,  we  suggest  Red  and  Sugar  Maples; 
for  shade  for  the  lawn,  Red  Oak;  for  the  formal  garden, 
the  compact  yet  graceful  Small-leaved  Linden.  Let  us  help 
select  a  tree  to  fit  your  condition;  as  little  as  $7.50  will 
get  a  good  one. 

FLOWERING  TREES 

Everyone  in  Washington  knows  the  Japanese  Cherry 
and  Dogwood,  but  not  everyone  knows  there  are  dozens  of 
other  flowering  trees  as  well  adapted  to  our  climate  and 
even  more  beautiful. 

Try  Flowering  Crabapple  for  fragrance  and  riotous 
color  in  May.  Mass  Redbuds  against  pines.  Plant  Haw¬ 
thorns  for  blossoms  and  berries.  Try  Magnolias  for  white 
and  pink  spring  bloom.  Naturalize  Silver-bell,  Fringe 
Tree,  and  Shadbush  in  your  woodland.
